FROM WASHINGTON.

WarnrnoTon, Sept. 28=The Boardof Aldermen,
which, for moro than three momths past, hias falled
to effect a complete organization, adjusted their
differences botween the two political parties to-
night, by the adopt'on of & resolution fixing that
Alderman Riehards, Repablican, would resign the
chnle provided the board will elect another Re-
publican to the place, and accordingly Richnards
reslgned. Alderman Moore, Demoerat, also resigned
his claims to the snme poxition. These gentloemen
bad both elaimed to be elected President, and had
often attemptod, ns civil ofMicers, to conduct the
proceedings at the same thme.  The difffieulty being
now removed, the board elected Aldermnn Grinder,
LRopublican, Presidont.

The Alabama committee will probably leave
Washington on thelr return to that State on Tues-
day evening. They éxpect to-morrow, in accordance
with the assuraneces of the President, that an order
will be imsued to General Mesde to take the noces-
gary precautionary measures to prevent digturh-
ances at the ensning election, by s proper distribu-
tion of troops now In Alabamn and of those which
may in addition be furnished.

A member of the Alnbamna Leglslature, not con-
nected with the committoe, now hicre, says Governor
Smith's veto of the bill anthorizing the eleotion of
Preeidential electors by the Legislatare has not yet
been considered by that body,

It will probably be sustained, but a popular eleo-
tiom to choose members of the electoral collegoe
requires additional leglslation, about which there
i# no donbt, A majority ot the Loegislative Com-
mittee, now in Washington, are represented as u|l.-
poseid to any election, belng apprehensive of bloody
results, unless the Roepublicans allow it to go by
default. The Goyernor and n majority of the com-
mittee, and possibly o majority of both branches of
the Alubamn Leglslatare, o not entertain these
fears, and nre favorable to taking the sense of the
people at all hazards.
